And the broadening of the creamery 


industry and the introduction of farm 
separators have opened up a market 
for great quantities of cream which 
before was churned into poor butter at 
home and is now made iLto present- 
able commercial butter in the cream- 
eries. The general output of creamery 
butter is not greater, but the shrink- 
age is greater relatively in farm but- 
ter, and last, but not least, is the es- 
tablishment of process factories. Much 
poor butter is processed before it gets 
to the great butter centers, so the usu- 
al butter markets are short in this line, 


Ou this account speculators have to 


keep a weather eye on the cheaper 
grades, and the speculative demand al- 
ways cuts some figure in raaking the 
prices. A general scarcity holds up 
all grades, and a surplus of the lower 
grade gluts the market and switches 
consumption away from the better 
grade by bargain counter prices on the 
overstocked grade. 
Creameries and 


process factories will largely control 
the price of all butter from this time 
onward, and particularly so if the oleo 
crowd can be held to a legitimate bu?i- 
ness. 


On HiKh Priced Lnnfl. 


Dairying and truck farming are 


about the only classes of farming that 
can be successfully conducted on the 
high priced lands in many sections, 
says an exchange. 
"We do not often 


find the owner or renter of land val- 
ued at §100 or $130 per acre depending 
on corn, hogw or beef for his income, 
but we find the dairyman doing busi- 
ness on land valued at these high 
prices. If the dairyman can mike a 
profit on Innd so high priced that the 
beef man cannot do business, how 
much more profitable would it be on 
land so low in price that the beef man 
can afford to farm it! 


Sngrar Beet Pulp For COTVS. 


A publication of the department of 


agriculture says: Professor 
Thomas 


Shaw expresses his belief that sugar 
boet pulp can be fed more advanta- 
geously to cattle and sheep that are 
being fattened than to dairy cows. The 
New York Cornell experiment station, 
however, found that this material gave 
good results •« ith milk cows the dry 


j matter (solids) in it being about equal 


in Bailie to that in corn silage. Ger- 
man experiments with beet pulp for 
cows ha-\ e also given good results, the 
flow of milk being maintained in a sat- 
isfactory manner. 
Some Danish ex- 


periments have shown that as com 
pared with mangels the butter pro- 
duced ou sugar beet pulp ~nas about 
equal in tiuVility and kept fully as well. 
AVhcro inreo quantities of tho pulp 
were fed the cream required to be 
churned a few minutes longer. 


Nebraska's Dnlry Undines*. 


A report from Lincoln, Neb., states 


that one creamery company in that 
city paid to farmers ?140,000 for butter 
fat during the mouth of June, and 
about $400,000 w:\s paid for butter fat 
by tho various creameries in the state. 
The dairy business of Nebraska is 
growing very rapidly, and tho increase 
is attributed chiefly to the use of hand 
sep.iratois on the farms.

\Vhen cattle are ruuniuK at large In 
the field, there is an opportunity for 
them to rid themselves of the insect j 
peMs which annoy them, but wheu the •, 
animals aiv ti«xl in the stable tht-re is 
little chaiieo To swing the head around 
to dislodge the flies from the forward 
tjuarters, and so the troublesome p«-sts 
»re free to torture the animal at will. 
It is the object of O. B. Gibson of Io- 
wa in designing the strange looking 
shed here pictured to provide an ap- 
paratus which will enable the cattle to 
rid their bodies of the flies as they 
enter the stable, the latter place pre- 
sumably being fly proof, as It ought to 
be at any rate. The shv-d has at its 
inner end a series of brushes so ar- 
ranged as to leave an oblong opening 
much smaller than the body in order 
that the flies may be brushed off as the 
animals pass through to gain an en- 
trance to the interior. During the pas-

sage of the co\v the only place from 
which light can enter the shed is 
through the overhead chamber, to 
which the insects fly as they are 
brushed off. An automatic gate iu the 
shed opens and closes the entrance to 
this chamber with the passage of each 
animal, thereby making a trap from 
which the flies cannot escape and in 
which they are destroyed by the cat- 
tle tender. The illustration shows the 
shed complete, with a cow in the act 
of entering, and also presents a view of 
the inner end of the shed, with the 
brushes in position for their work.

The amount of milk produced by a 


herd of milk cows does tiot always de- 
pend upon the grain ration. Early cut 
hay, 
not too coarse, taken iu without 


rain or too much drying, will produce a 
good flow of milk with much less grain 
than that which has ripened more. This 
we had a chance to test recently when 
changing from a mow of early cut hay. 
There were a few loads of late cut on 
the second mow, and this kind of hay. 
although sw-eet and nice in every re- 
spect, except that it was cut late, 
caused a falling off of from 15 to 20 
per cent In the milk. The cows re- 
gained the loss after we drew the Into 
cut hay to the horse barn and com- 
menced feeding the cows on the early 
cut down a little In the mow. It has 
been stated in reputable papers that 
the early cut hay contains more pro- 
tein than that cut later in the season. 
I asked the speaker at the Institute 
about thnt. and he said it was not true; 
that the early cut hay is more palata- 
ble and the cows eat more and do bet- 
ter, that is all. I presume he is right. 
We were feeding a fair amount of pro- 
tein in the gram feed anyway. Palata- 
billty made a big difference, and the 
cows told us about it right along.—II. 
II. Lyon in Rural New Yorker. 


Silanc or Hay. 


The fourteenth annual report of the 


Vermont experiment station, .1. L. Hills 
director, contains much helpful infor- 
mation along feeding lines to dairymen 
and others. Among other problems the 
feeding of silage in comparison with 
hay was undertaken. A uniform grain 
allowance was fed all the cows. Then 
some received silage and hay and oth- 
ers hay only. The conclusions are as 
follows: (1) Seven per cent less milk 
and butter were made when silage was 
omitted from the ration than were 
made when it was ii.eluded. This state- 
ment is likewise true for the unit of 
dry matter eaten. (2) The quality of 
milk remained unchanged, (o) Almost 
without exception a change from si- 
lage to hay was accompanied by 
shrinkage and a change from hay to 
silage by increase in the milk flow. A 
gain ot 1 2-3 cents a day per cow as a 
result of replacing one-third of tho hay 
by silage is obtained when silage is 
rated at $:i and hay at $10 per ton. 


i Professor Hills closes his summary as 


follows: "Tho question for the dairy 
farmer has long since changed from 
'('an I afford to build a silo'.1' to 'Can 
I ufforil to be without a silo'.'' "

Altrogee, a prominent Iowa tlairyiuau. 
He had been chutuing at a tempera- 
ture of 5<5 desrees, and at this temper- 
ature his butter Sad a good body. But 
ou a receut morning after butter had 
come and ha had opened the churu he 
was horrified to find a mass of yellow 
slop. After drawing off the butter- 
milk and washing twice with cold 
spring water and working it very slow- 
ly he was hardly able to get it out of 
the churn. Next morning he decided 
to churn cold enough. He tried 32 de- 
grees, and it was two hours before but- 
ter came. There were somewhat bet- 
ter results, but not what he thought 
they ought to be. He began wonder- 
ing what to do next. Milk was com- 
ing in in fine shape, the weather being 
quite cool, making it necessary to heat 
the milk before separating, but he de- 
termined to try not heatmg, letting it 
go through just as it came in at a tem- 
perature of about GS degrees, and used 
more starter to develop enough acid. 
At 4 o'clock he cooled it down t$ 52 
degrees and butter came at 5G degrees 
in fine shape. *- 


Soft Butter Contain* Moat Witter. 
In experiments at the Iowa station 


the water content of butter as influ- 
enced by the size of the granules and 
the temperatxire of the butter during 
working was studied. In each of a 
number of comparative tests cream 
was ripeued, cooled and divided into 
two equal lots, both of which were 
churned under uniform conditions and 
were otherwise treated alike, except 
that one lot was -washed with cold wa- 
ter and the other with comparatively 
warm water. In three of the compari- 
sons where the granules were of the 
same size an average difference of 
about 25 degrees F. in the temperature 
of the w*>sh water made a difference 
of about 2% per cent in the water con- 
tent of the butter. The softer butter 
resulting from the use of the warmer 
water in washing contained in every 
case the most water. In one cf the 
tests washing coarse granular butter 
with water at 45 degrees was com- 
pared with crashing fine granular but- 
ter with water at 80 degrees. The 
percentage of water in the butter made 
in the two ways was respectively 14-07 
and 17.50. 


Granulated Untie*. 


The great secret in making granulat- 


ed butter is when you begin to churu 
do not have the cream warmer than 02 
degrees iu, cold weather and GO degrees 
in warm weather. If the cream is cold, 
set it in a pail of hot water, but under 
no circumstances pour hot water into 
the cream. It will of course take 
longer to churn granulated butter. 
When you have finished churning, the 
butter will look just like shot: then 
draw off your bntiermilk and wash the 
butter in the churn with several wa- 
ters, so as to get the buttermilk all j 
out. If you wish to keep the butter 
granulated, after washing it put it into 
a jar and cover it with a strong brine. 
But if you want to get it ready for 
market, salt and work it over and let 
it set for an hour, then work all the 
brine out and pack in a crock.—Pearl 
Sterling iu Orange Judd Farmer.

23414 pounds, and after deducting cost 
of feed showed a net profit of 934.01. 
Mary Marshall V. gave 1,082% pounds 
of milk during the month of May,' an 
unprecedented record.

Fran Nielsen was born Sept. 11,1829, 


on a farm near the place where sh* 
now resides. TThen nineteen years of 
age she was married to Ilaus Xielsen. 
He bought his home. Ilavarthigaard, 
and there they have resided ever since. 
Mr. Nielsen was a Tery industrious 
man and up to date farmer. They had. 
been milking several cows and'selling; 
their product Dissatisfied with the- 
profits of their dairy herd, Mrs. Niel- 
sen offered her husband a bigger price- 
for his milk and made it into butter 
and cheese. Though successful from 
the very start, when her plans were 
inlmature and her methods somewhat 
amateurish, she was dissatisfied with 
results. She realized that it was nec- 
essary for her to educate herself ia 
that particular line before she would 
be really successful. She was not sat- 
isfied \vith being able to make butter 
and cheese as good as that produced 
by other farmers' whes in the neigh- 
borhood. In addition to extensive and 
deep reading on dairy subjects Mrs- 
Nielsen 
visited 
Norway, 
Sweden, 


Switzerland, France and other coun- 
tries in search of knowledge, and for 
years she has been the acknowledged 
dairy queen of Denmark. Up to the 
present time about 1,000 Danish but- 
ter makers have studied under Mrs. 
Nielsen. It is worthy of note that she 
has partly trained all of the present 
state dairy instructors in Denmark. 


Secretary Knight's Cnntlon. 


Secretary Knight of the National 


Dairy union has issued a small pam- 
phlet giving a brief history of the ef- 
forts made to secure the passage of 
the oleomargarine law, and in connec- 
tion therewith a synopsis of the law 
and its full text. Ou the last page of 
the pamphlet appears the following 
timely caution: "1'lace no confidence in 
statements you read in the daily and 
weekly newspapers in relation to the 
oleomargarine law or its effects or any- 
thing connected therewith. Oleomar- 
garine makers and dealers have spent 
thousands of dollars with various 
newspapers to secure publication and 
circulation of misleading reports calcu- 
lated to shake confidence in the new 
law. In the hundreds of newspaper 
reports which have been printed in re- 
lation to this measure not one In ea 
hundred has had a single grain of ac- 
curacy Iu it. It is a subject which few 
not acquainted with the dairy business 
understand, and In their effort to han- 
dle it the majority of newspapers have 
published 
ridiculous misstatemcnts, 


which have led to much confusion in 
the miuds of the people." 


"Will Convene In Milwaukee.

A. well known writer on dairy sub- 


jects says: Careful breeding aud inher- 
ited excellence, may be set to naught 
by insufficient or unsuitable feed, even 
for a brief period. The successful dai- 
ryman will carefully provide in ad- 
vance for the feed supply during every 
month of the entire year. Too frequent 
provision is made only for the winter 
months. The severest test sometimes 
comes in midsummer rather than in 
midwinter, when the tendency appears 
to be to trust to chance aud let the 
dairy cow take the season's feed sup- 
ply as it comes. The milk supply ot 
the average creamery falls oft? more 
rapidly ou pasture in "dog days" than 
in the'midst of winter. Milk yield lost 
by the herd at any season of the year 
can never be fully regained. The en- 
tire subsequent yield during any pe- 
riod of location will be mainly gov- 
erned by the extent of the decline dur- 
ing an unfavorable period. The dairy 
herd that makes the best yield must 
have no adverse periods at any time. 
It is the evenly sustained yield rather 
than the sudden spurt that determiuca 
the year's total. 


Polutu In Favor of Dfttrylngr.

, State Dairy association President Red- 
' ding in summing up the points in fa- 
| vor of dairying said: "The tirst advan- 
tage of dairying is that it takes less 
fertility 
from the soil than 
other

that-every time you sell §10 worth of 
wheat you must charge up on tho 
debit side of your account $7 gouo 
from the value of your farm. Is it.

a living on them?

Successful Plnyn That Wore Written 


hj- Boys In Their Te«-n». 


Was n successful play ever written 


by a boy of fourtovn? asks u corre- 
spondent. Yes. This seeming miracle 
has happened at least throe times. The 
best known example of the precocious 
playwright Is the celebrated Lope de 
la Vega, the most prolific dramatist 
known to history, lie produced his 
first play, n comedy, entitled "La Pas- 
toral de Jacinto," before he had com- 
pleted Ills fourteenth year, and this 
was considered such a marvelous per- 
formance that he is known to this day 
In Spanish llteruturc ns "the Prodigy 
of Nature." Another Spaniard and con- 
temporary of La Vega. Pedro Calde- 
ron, wrote his first play when ho was 
thirteen. Metastnsio wrote his tragedy 
"GhiRtlno" and had It produced when 
he was fourteen on the stage at Ho- 
togna. 


Of English playwrights Douglas .lor- 


rold, tlio famous author of "Black 
Eyed Susan," also furnishes nil answer 
to the question. In 1818, before he htul 
completed his fifteenth year, he wrote 
n very well known farce entitled 
"More Frightened Than Hurt." It wns 
very miecosufnl on the KngllMh Hinge, 
mid the French eon.Hldorcd U good 
enough to steal. Curiously enough, 
this French trnuslntlou wns retrans- 
lated Into English and again produced 
On the EnclUli biwrrts under the tiflo

"not very far from Oxford, at a place 
caJlr-d Steeple Barton, lliere was :i ', 
farmer named Hedges, a man of much 
Independence of character, commonly 
known as 'Lord Chief Justice Hedges.' 


"On one occasion the prince and his 


friends were out with the South Ox- 
fordshire hounds, but, meeting with 
Indifferent sport, they resolved on rid- 
ing home across country. This they 
did, galloping over the lands of Fann- 
er Hedges and presently riding Into his 
farmyard. 
There they were confront- 


ed by the farmer himself, armed with 
a fork. He closed the gates and in- 
formed tbe party bluntly that they 
had been trespassing on his ground 
and trampling on his young wheat and 
that he would not allow one of them to 
leave his farmyard until he had paid 
a flne of a sovereign for the damage 
done, 


''They whispered that the prince 


himself was of the party. 'Prince or 
no prince,' he replied shortly, 'I'll have 
my money.' There was little glory to 
be had by fighting a resolute farmer 
armed with a fork. They therefore 
made up their minds to pay, prince and 
all. 
When he had the money in his 


pocket, and not till then, 'Lord Chief 
Justice Hedges' opened the gates and 
let them go."—Philadelphia Times.

cost of bad roads and the benefit of 
good roads, to demonstrate the interest 
of cities nnd towns and the owners of 
property of nil kinds wherever situated 
in the improvement of country roacls, 
to develop the methods whereby all of 
these interests may co-operate with 
the farmers in the work cf road im- 
provement, to discover what actual 
and systematic road improvement Is 
being carried on in nny part of the 
United States and h*>w the same or 
modified methods may be applied to 
other sections, to discover road mate- 
rials in various sections of the country, 
to discuss new plans for road construc- 
tion and encourage experiment in this 
direction nnd finally to1 actually con- 
struct sample roads. 


Probably the most interesting phase 


of the work has been found, however. 
In the construction of specimen roads 
of various kinds in different parts of 
the country. Ordinarily three styles of 
road have been represented In this ex- 
perimental road—a modern macadam, 
a sand and a dirt road. Of those three 
the macadam highway Is the most In- 
teresting from the point of construc- 
tion. After a uniform grade has been 
secured by the use of wheeled scrap- 
ers, drag scrtipers nnd plows and pos- 
sibly road graders as well there niv 
placed upon this foundation three sep- 
arate layers of the best quality of 
stone thnt Is procurable In the vicinity. 
The foundation course, which is about 
five Inches in thickness and made up 
of two and a half inch stone, is thor- 
oughly rolled before the second course, 
composed of one nnd a half Inch stone, 
is put on, nnd this layer In turn Is 
sprinkled nnd rolled before the surface 
layer, or "binder," as It Is commonly 
called, consisting of three-quarter inch 
stone and dust, is put in place. 


The snnd rond is formed by placing 


pix Inches of river snnd on n bed of 
natural clay, neither the bed nor the 
surface of the road being rolled. The 
dirt road is made by grndlng iu the 
usual manner. As n rule neither of 
these latter classes of highways is con- 
structed snve to demonstrate the supe- 
riority of the mncndnm road. Consid- 
erable attention has been given to tho 
construction 
of steel track 
wngon 


roads, decidedly the most novel type of 
highway yet Introduced, in nny coun- 
try- The steel road might bo compared 
to a street car track of modified design, 
and the plan for its utilization was 
doubtless suggested by the well known 
tendency of teamsters to make use of 
urban nnd intorurbnn trolley and cable 
lines on highways where locomotion 
would otherwise bo dltllcult. 


Tho steel track wngon rond consists 


of two parallel lines of steel plates or 
rails each eight Inches in width nnd 
not supported on wooden crossties, but 
simply made solid In the rond by 
flanges projecting Into the concrete of 
the rondbed. The mils are accurately 
spncod so us to receive tho whools of 
nil vehicles of standard gaugo without 
regard to the ^vldth of tiro, nnd onch 
pinti> or rnll Is fitlod with n llnngo on 
tho Inner side to prevent wheels from 
easily leaving tho tracks. Unique ronds 
of this typo hnvo been constructed In 
half n dozen different stntes, nud In 
some Instances tho records inndo upon 
them huvo boon little short of inarvol 
rnis. In one Instance n load of cloven 
tons which required twenty horses for 
Its movement over an ordinary rond 
was rondlly drawn along the stool 
trade by a. single horse. This load was 
twenty-two times tho weight of tho an- 
Irnnl, butnt Ames, Iu.. roconlly a horee 
started and moved on n stool track 
highway a lond fifty times tho weight 
of the animal. It may be noted thnt 
the cost of tho stool track roads has 
ranged from $1,500 to $,V>00 a mllo, 
according to tbe original condition of 
the roadbed.

GOOD ROADS IN MISSOURI. 


How One Was Made by the 


Process. 


The good roads movement Is 


good progress in northwest Missouri. 
In Atcliisou county, one of the banner 
districts of the state, the agitation is 
particularly strong. A meeting of citi- 
zens was held recently, at which the 
proposition was thoroughly discussed. 
At this meeting the Hon. Ward King 
made an address, in which he asserted 
that rock roads are too costly to attain 
general popularity and that it would, 
be necessary to find a cheaper and- 
more practicable substitute. 


Mr. King has for several years main- 


tained a road by the dragging process. 
The method he adopted about six years 
ago, 
says the Good Roads Magazine, 


was to drive down the road leadiu.tr 
past his house with a stalk break made 
of two oak slabs. This lie kept np all 
summer, going over the road after 
each rain. Later he took a box alder 
log ten feet long, split it in two ami 
made another drag with the-three 
crosspleces, with both lint sides of The 
slabs toward the front. He would ri'!e 
on this, and by hitching tirst near one 
end and then the other he worked the 
dirt toward the center of the road and 
made it as hard as pavement. 


Today it is said'that the road Is solid 


and smooth. Red elm Mr. King recom- 
mends for the drag, as oak is too heavy 
and box alder not durable enough. At 
first the road should not bo plowed nt 
all and never very much. "Drag be- 
fore too dry, just after a rain. Onco at 
a time Is sufficient. If the water runs 
in the middle of the road, fill tills gut- 
ter up with a plow, but the thing de- 
Rlred is a hard foundation, and little 
plowing is necessary. 


"Clay roads under this process be- 


come as hard as pavement. It works 
well also on gumbo roads. After plow- 
ing drag over three days until the road 
Is level, about four or five times, and 
once after each rain Is enough."

The government has 
enriched the railroads by the bestowal 
of vast tracts of land upon them. In 
view of what has been done for rivers, 
harbors, canals and railroads, Is it too 
much to ask Just a few thousands of 
dollars for experiment in road Improve- 
mcnt? 


ter, and tbe road is soon n mass cf 
mud. A good road cannot be main- 
tained unless It has a good foundation, 
and an undrained soil is a poor foun- 
dation, while a dry soil will support 
almost any load. 


All roads except those on pure snnd 


can bo materially improved by tile 


i drainage, but I would not advise tile 


being used except where underdraln- 
age is required. Gravel or broken stone 
placed upon an undrnined foundation 
is almost sure to sink gradually, what- 
ever Its thickness, whereas a thinner 
layer upon au underdrained roadbed 
will give much better service,. Road 
tiles without gravel arc better than 
roads graveled without tile. 


The best tool to smooth the road 


grade with onrly in the spring is n 
light drag, used while tho frost is com- 
ing out. The road should be scraped 
lightly with the road machine ns soon 
as it is settled, nnd heavy grndln~ 
should b« done early in the spring 
while the ground is soft. Tbe road 
should not be rounded up or scraped 
heavily lato in the summer or in tlic 
fall, for then the earth thrown up in 
the center will not unite with the 
foundation, even after being roiled, 
unless the fall is an unusually wet one. 


The proper crown can be easily nnd 


cheaply obtained by tho use. of tbe 
road machine or grader. After tho 
roadbed has boon rounded with the 
grader, if it has been drawn by teams 
it should be rolkxl with na heavy a roll- 
er as is nvnilablo. If the grader Is 
drawn by a traction engine, tho larg-^ 
wheels will compact the earth hotter 
than any roller obtainable in the coun- 
try, and the engine will savo the1 
strength of the horses. 


Roads on pure sand or nearly pure 


sand require very different treatment 
from roads on clay or loam. The pro- 
ceding rules for the drainage of loaui 
and clay roads must be reversed for 
sand roads. Wot sand makes a hotter 
road than dry sand, and therefore 
draining a sand road is useless nnd 
possibly n damage. Of course this is 
not true of quicksand, as described In 
tho first of the article, but there is very 
little if any of that found In snml 
roads. Ronds on quicksand nre im- 
proved by draining. 


Snnd roads are usually nearly level 


and need little if nny grading. They 
should not be crowned, since they do 
not need, surface drainage.

There- 
fore a eand road can be permanently 
improved by planting trees PQ us to 
shade the traveled way. They will 
prevent in part the drying effect of the 
winds ns \vell as Intercept the rays of 
the sun.
